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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1, claims 1, 3, 8, 10,18, 20, 27, 29, 36, and 38 pertaining to a method 
including a two step heating of a first and second amorphous silicon layer; 

Species 2, claims 2, 9, 19, 28, 37, pertaining to a method including irradiating the 
first crystalline film with a laser; 

Species 3, claims 4, 1 1, 21, 30, 39, pertaining to a method including moving the 
metal element into a second amorphous semiconductor film by heating the first 
crystalline semiconductor film and the second amorphous semiconductor film; 

Species 4, claims 5, 12, 22, 31, 40, pertaining to a method including performing 
gettering by heating the first crystalline semiconductor film and the second amorphous 
semiconductor film; 

Species 5, claims 6, 13, 23, 32, 41 pertaining to a method including forming a 
barrier film over the first crystalline semiconductor film; 

Species 6, claims 14, 24, 33, 42, pertaining to a method including wherein the 
second amorphous semiconductor film is formed by sputtering in a state in which a 
flammable gas and a noble gas are supplied to a film formation chamber;^ 

Species 7, claims 16, 25, 34, 43, pertaining to a method wherein the second 
amorphous semiconductor film is formed by sputtering in a state in which a filament 
including Ti that is disposed in a film formation chamber is heated; 
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Species 8, claims 17, 26, 35, 44, pertaining to a method including wherein the 
second amorphous semiconductor film is formed by sputtering in a state in which a 
voltage is applied between electrodes including Ti disposed in a film formation chamber 
to generate a plasma; 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, there is no generic.
